Sky guard-forward Elena Delle Donne doesn’t 
feel the need to hide her sexuality anymore. 
An article in Vogue magazine’s August issue 
states that Delle Donne is engaged to her girl- 
friend, Amanda Clifton, and it is the first time 
there has been a public acknowledgement of 
Delle Donne’s sexual orientation. 

“I’ve grown up in a family where I have the 
most unique sister in the world and we’ve al- 
ways been taught to celebrate uniqueness,” 
Delle Donne said Wednesday in Rio, where 
she is preparing for the Olympics. “It was easy 
for me to be who I am, and hopefully others 
can be who they are as well.” 

Delle Donne had shied away from ques- 
tions about her dating life in the past, but in 
recent months she has been more open about 
sharing her personal side through pictures 
and posts on social media, many of which 
have featured Clifton. 

“I decided I’m not at all going to hide 
anything,” Delle Donne said. “The biggest 
thing is respecting Amanda’s privacy as well. 


She’s not on the stage, she doesn’t need to be 
interviewed, and I don’t want her to have to 
feel that way 

‘As the future keeps moving on, I don’t plan 
on having our relationship out in the public 
and all this media on it, but obviously there’s 
excitement right now because people see it 
for the first time.” 

Delle Donne had a lot of time to wait be- 
fore the article hit newsstands. She said she 
was interviewed for the piece “months ago.” 

It states that the couple, who got engaged 
June 2, keeps “apartments in both Chicago 
and Wilmington, Delaware.” Delle Donne at- 
tended the University of Delaware. 

“It was just one of those articles where 
they came into my home, spent a couple days 
with me, and Amanda is a huge part of my 
life,” Delle Donne said. “So to leave her out 
wouldn’t have made any sense. It’s not a com- 
ing out article or anything. I’ve been with her 
for a very long time now and people who are 
close to me know that and that’s that.” 

Clifton has served as director of the Dene 
Donne Academy a basketball clinic for girls. 


since 2014. She played point guard at Illinois 
State University from 2007 to 2011, and her 
17 points in the 2005 Class A girls title game 
led Rock Island Alleman to its first state 
championship. 

Jim Buzinski, the co-founder of Outsports. 
com, a website devoted to LGBT issues in 
sports, considers Delle Donne’s announce- 
ment an important one. 

Buzinski said that a male professional ath- 
lete coming out would still tend to draw more 
attention than Delle Donne’s revelation, yet 
“it’s still significant. She’s a major star and 
she’s going to be on the Olympic team and 
she’s open about her sexual orientation; she’s 
with a woman. To me that’s a wonderful bit of 
news because it’s still rare, even in women’s 
sports, to find that.” 

Four weeks ago, Clifton posted a picture of 
what appears to be Delle Donne’s proposal— 
Clifton’s stooping next to a sign that reads 
“Marry Me??— and wrote, “I obviously said 
yes!” 

Della Donne said her Sky teammates have 
known about her relationship with Clifton 


for awhile. 

“They know Amanda,” Delle Donne said. 
“She’s always around. It’s nothing crazy” 

Howard Bragman, the publicist who or- 
chestrated NFL player Michael Sam’s coming 
out, said via email: “Elena is a courageous ath- 
lete and role model who joins the dozens of 
‘Out Olympians’ in Rio. She has given her life 
to sport and giving back and her coming out 
was authentic, honest, classy and perfectly in 
line with her brand and her character.” 

Buzinski praised Vogue for how it handled 
the news, not making the article all about that 
narrative. 

“It was sort of like, this is who she is,” he 
said. “Clearly the way these things work is if 
they (Delle Donne and her publicists) didn’t 
want this mentioned, they would’ve said ‘off 
the record’ or you can’t write about this or 
whatever. ... This clearly was done with their 
tacit permission. 

“To me this is kind of cool the way this was 
just sort of slid in there as opposed to being 
the focus of the story” he said. “That would 
be the ideal world, we’re clearly not yet in.”

Chicago’s lucky the Olympics ended up in Rio 


“Blame it on Rio” will 
be a popular headline/ 
hashtag this month. 

No, Hollywood 
isn’t rebooting 
the 1984 Michael 
Caine-Demi Moore 
rom-com, as it has 
done with seemingly 
every ’80s film these 
days. Rather, it’s 
the reality of Rio de 
Janeiro, awarded this 
Summer Olympiad 
over Chicago and two other finalist cities in 
2009, failing miserably as a host city 
#SochiProblems were very real in 2014, 
but they’re downright cute compared to 
#RioProblems. 

Despite the fact that I wrote for the official 
Chicago 2016 channel in the push to bring the 
games here, I was relieved when I learned my 


hometown wasn’t getting the Olympics. This 
despite the fact that I know Chicago would 
have done a much better job preparing for 
them than Rio. 

However, just because you can do some- 
thing better than someone else doesn’t mean 
you should. Our city grapples with many of 
the issues Rio faces. Both cities are all too 
familiar with gang violence, conflicts with 
police, corrupt local government, crumbling 
infrastructure and large neighborhoods de- 
fined by crippling poverty 

As Shakespeare wrote, “what’s past is pro- 
logue,” and if you knew Chicago’s past history 
that fateful day in 2009, you also realized that 
Rio didn’t actually “beat us out.” While a Sum- 
mer Olympics brings numerous problems for 
the host city, most of the issues fade from the 
public consciousness in time. 

There is one problem, however, that 
inevitably lingers for decades: the diversion 
of public funds to subsidize privately owned 


sporting venues. 

Taxpayer dollars, which are used to build 
bridges, make parks safe and pay our first 
responders, should never, ever be used to 
finance facilities we cannot enter without first 
paying a $150 cover charge. 

Or as C. Montgomery Burns, the super- 
villain from “The Simpsons,” put it: “Welcome 
to the American dream. A billionaire, using 
public funds, to construct a private play- 
ground for the rich and powerful.” 

This extreme graft goes beyond American 
pro sports leagues. It’s the elephant in every 
Olympic room. “The Big Owe” is what Mon- 
treal residents call their Olympic Stadium. 
Constructed for the 1976 games at a cost more 
than double original estimates, the city finally 
paid it off— in 2006. Meanwhile, the venue 
hasn’t had a primary tenant since 2004. 

This is the exact kind of financial bullet, 
fired by the International Olympic Commit- 
tee, that Chicago dodged and Rio must now 


absorb. Although Soldier Field was very much 
a part of the final Chicago Olympic plan, 
it was not the proposal’s equivalent of the 
Olympic Stadium. The final pitch called for a 
$366 million temporary stadium to be built in 
Washington Park. After the games, the plan 
called for the facility to be converted into a 
10,0 00 -seat amphitheater. 

In other words, the city’s Olympic epicen- 
ter was to be in a neighborhood that borders 
Englewood and Park Manor, two areas of the 
city that unfortunately are grappling with 
frequent violent crime. 

The city would have spent almost $400 
million on a venue with a shelf life of about a 
month. Then it would have ended up with a 
brand-nev^ multipurpose facility with no regu- 
lar tenant to fill it. You don’t need an MBA to 
realize Chicago likely would have been facing 
its own “Big Owe” debacle. Thank goodness 
Rio “won.”

Fried chicken, small plates 
and Chicago’s best patio?

For a chef, closing one restaurant and opening 
a new one in the same space is a delicate affair. 
Especially when the shuttered restaurant is 
as iconic as Table Fifty-Two, where Art Smith 
(former personal chef to Oprah, among oth- 
er notables) served fried chicken and other 
Southern fare to Chicagoans for eight years. 

There are the longtime diners who don’t 
want you to change a thing. The diners who 
like you but are ready for a switch. And the 
diners who never came to the old place but 
may fall in love with a new one. Again, deli- 
cate. 

“I think one thing we learned with Table 
FiftyTwo was that people were really treating 
us as a special-occasion place. Our food was so 
rich, the prices were high, the vibe was a little 
bit sophisticated,” said chef Todd Hawkes- 
worth, who started working with Smith in 
2009. “We wanted to become more afford- 
able, lighter, more casual— to invite the neigh- 
bors to come every day if that’s their thing.” 

Smith describes the space— a former coach 
house— as “the perfect stage” for a neighbor- 
hood restaurant. Table Fifty-Two had a won- 
derful run, he says, and now it’s time for a new 
show 

Enter Blue Door Kitchen & Garden, which 
opened a few weeks ago with a redesign 
spot-on for a clean segue. The dining room 
is as warm as ever, only now in homey blues 
instead of gleaming golds. There are a few 
design holdovers that nod to the old space, 
like the central chandelier and a painting on 
the west wall featuring a woman surrounded 
by oranges. But plenty is different too: The 
white tablecloths are gone, a bar now invites 


solo diners and a patio lives in what was once 
a side parking lot, strung with charming lights 
and ready to seat about 40 guests on plump- 
pillowed wicker chairs. 

Chef Rey Villalobos, another Table Fifty- 
Two vet, is running the kitchen with TTawkes- 
worth. This Blue Door is a partnership with 
Blue Door Farm Stand, the Lincoln Park 
salad and sandwich cafe that pulls in most of 
its ingredients from local farms. TTere, too, it’s 
all about the local farmers — Spence Farm in 
Fairbury for produce. Prairie Farms in Carl- 
inville for dairy— and the better-for-you fare, 
including a high-protein “power grains” bowl 
with dried fruit, hazelnuts and pickled carrots 
($9); salmon with rutabaga latkes and Brussels 
sprouts ($23); and lots of small-plate and shar- 
ing options. 

This is alongside some of the Southern 
mainstays that made Table Fifty-Two famous: 
fried chicken ($22; prepared the same as al- 
ways, though now made with local free-range 
chicken, Hawkesworth says), shrimp and grits 
($16) and fat slices of hummingbird cake ($9), 
crowned with a lick-the-plate frosting made 
from cream cheese from Pennsylvania’s Level 
Valley 

“We have a pretty new face-lift, but we still 
have the same old soul,” Smith said. 

Meanwhile, the cocktails practically beg 
you to sit on the patio and enjoy summer 
while it lasts: There’s one with gin, rhubarb, 
egg whites and raspberry; another mixes bian- 
co tequila, grapefruit, fresno chilies and lime. 

“I think we have the best patio in Chicago,” 
TTawkesworth said. “I don’t think you can 
beat it, especially if you’re looking for some- 
thing that pulls you away from the city”

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Sherry moves out of 
Grandma’s cupboard

Expressive and seductive, sherry is in the midst of a re- 
vival. Once known as the beverage of choice by your 
grandmother, the Spanish fortified wine has piqued the 
interest of modern mixologists who admire its versatility 

Sherry ranges from dry manzanilla and fino to aged 
oloroso. Its minerality allows bartenders to add a rich 
umamilike depth of flavor to cocktails. The earthy, 
oaky notes give a deep base tone to such spirits as whis- 
key bourbon, mezcal and gin. The rounded sweetness 
is also a bonus. It’s increasingly popping up as a mixer 
in refreshing summer cocktails. 

Anne Marineau, bar manager at Black Bull, a Span- 
ish tapas eatery in Wicker Park, has one of the larg- 
est sherry programs in Chicago, with more than 
30 cocktails and 40 by-the-glass or bottle options. “I love 
working with sherry because it’s so versatile,” she says. 

“We use it to make syrups, as the modifying ingredi- 
ent or as the base ingredient,” Marineau says. “It’s one 
category that gives you hundreds of options to work 
into a cocktail.” 

When she looks for a sweetening agent with more 
body and dimension than sugar, she uses Pedro 
Ximenez, the rich dessert sherry Alternatively, to bal- 
ance a sweet-leaning cocktail, Marineau reaches for 
manzanilla “because it will help dry out the sugar, while 
the briny, salty quality brings out the natural flavors of 
the other ingredients,” she says. One of her favorites: 

The Sancho Panza. 

KeUy Peterson Bates, beverage director at The 
Boarding House in Chicago says her Midnight Manhat- 
tan cocktail is the restaurant’s biggest seller. “We want- 
ed the layers of flavor that a sherry provides a cocktail, 
so we added fino sherry into a somewhat classic Man- 
hattan,” she says. “It actually adds a bit of acidity to the 
drink, rounding out the other ingredients and creating 
balance, while contributing a subtle nuttiness.” 

Whether you are rounding off the sweetness of your 
cocktail or looking to impart a subtle dimension, sher- 
ry offers a multitude of options. 


Sancho Panza 

Makes: 1 drink // From Anne 
Marineau of Biack Buii. 

2 tablespoons coarse salt 
1 tablespoon ground sage leaves, 
plus fresh leaves for garnish 
1 V 2 ounces manzanilla sherry 
ounce mezcal 
bounce lime juice 
bounce ginger syrup 
Vi ounce sage syrup 

INSTRUCTIONS 

1. Crush the salt and sage leaves 
together with a mortar and pestle. 
Use to coat half the rim of a cock- 
tail glass, wetting the rim then 
dipping it into the mixture. 

2. Shake the remaining ingre- 
dients in an ice-filled cocktail 
shaker; strain into the glass over 
crushed ice. Garnish with sage 
leaves. 

SYRUPS 

For the ginger syrup, heat % cup 
water to a boil in a saucepan. Add 
% cup finely diced ginger and % 
cup sugar. Stir until sugar dissolves. 
For the sage syrup, use 4 sprigs 
fresh sage to % cup water and % 
cup sugar. Allow to steep off the 
heat until infused, 1 hour or more.
